HOSPIT.ALS. 

1.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  for  the  reception  of  tuberculous  patients  in  this 
district.  Suitable  cases  are  adinitted  to  Hawknoor  Chest  Hospital|  Bovey 
Tracey. 

2.  ISOLATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Any  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  cannot  be  isolated  or  propertly 
cared  for  at  home,  are  conveyed  to  the  Kingsley  Hospital,  which  comprises 
30  beds,  4 cots  and  8 observation  cubicles, 

3.  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

Oral  Vaccine  is  now  being  used  for  this  purpose.  Persons  up  to  the

4.  GENERAL. 

The  Bideford  and  District  Hospital  serves  the  district  extremely  well 
for  General  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment.  The  hospital  contains  about 
51  beds.

9.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.

There  is  also  a separate  ambulance  stationed 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
patients  suffering  from  any  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases.

HOUSING 

Future  Programme. 

The  Council  own  sites  suitable  for  housing  at  Abbotsham,  Buckland  Brewer, 
Hart land,  Horns  Cross,  Monkleigh  and  Woolsery  which  it  is  thought  is 
adequate  to  serve  foreseeable  needs  of  the  district,  assuming  that  houses 
erected  in  any  one  Parish  serve  also  the  surrounding  areas. 

Old  peoples  two-bedroomed  bungalows  erected  recently  have  filled  an 
urgent  need  and  provide  the  accommodation  required  both  for  old  persons 
and  newly  married  couples. 

In  many  cases  by  re-housing  old  people  in  bungalows,  five  person  Council 
Houses  become  available  for  occupation  by  a family. 

It  is  thought  that  if  the  Council  continue  to  build  two-bedroomed  bungalows 
where  the  need  arises  this  will  fulfill  the  Council's  obligations. 

Present  Programme. 

A tender  was  accepted  during  the  year  under  review  for  the  erection  of 
six  old  peoples  bungalows  at  Buckland  Brewer  and  these  are  nearly  completed. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  report  plans  are  in  hand  to  erect  10  old 
peoples  bungalows  at  Hartland  to  complete  the  Well  Spring  Close  Estate

18  pre-war  Council  Houses  have  been  improved  with  the  aid  of  a grant,  being 
the  provision  of  the  standard  amenities. 


Plans  are  in  hand  to  improve  all  other  pre-war  Council  Houses  which  lack 
these  amenities  and  these  are  being  done  as  the  essential  main  services  of 
water  supply  or  sewer  become  available  to  same,  (for  details  see  above). 


Private  dwellings, 

15  private  dwellings  were  erected  in  various  parts  of  the  district  during 
the  year  and  present  indications  are  that  the  number  is  likely  to  increase, 

HOUSING  grants. 

Standard  Grants. 

26  applications  for  a Standard  Grant  were  approved  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  £2,910  was  paid  out  in  respect  of  l4  grants  paid  - this 
is  a reduction  from  that  paid  out  during  the  previous  year. 

Discretionary  Grants. 

There  were  three  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  during  the  year,  two 
being  improvements  to  properties  and  the  other  a conversion  and  it  was  agreed 
to  pay  £1,513  in  respect  of  same.  Two  Discretionary  Grants  were  paid  out 
during  the  year,  namely:  £1,285. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1937* 

No  statutory  notices  were  served  under  this  Act  dia*ing  the  period  under 
review. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  or  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  in  the 
district. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Statutory  Authority. 

The  North  Devon  Water  Board  are  the  Authority  for  the  provision  of  water 
throughout  the  district  and  the  nains  are  available  in  all  Parishes,  All  the’ 
Villages  and  Kanlets  in  the  district  have  a supply  together  with  large  areas  of 
the  district  outside  the  Villages  and  Hanlets, 

Mains  Extensions. 

One  extension  to  the  nain  was  laid  by  the  Water  Board  during  the  year, 
namely:  Littlehan  Reservoir. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  main  sources  of  supply  of  v;ater  are  from  Exmoor  and  Dartmoor  but  some 
smaller  sources  of  supply  are  available  to  the  Board  in  North  Devon  which 
were  previously  individual  reservoirs  for  the  various  local  Authorities  which 
have  since  been  taken  over  by  the  Board,  Such  a supply  is  that  at  Melbury 
which  was  the  source  of  supply  for  the  Urban  District  of  Northam, 

Adequacy  of  Supplies. 

The  Water  Board  still  lack  adequate  sources  of  supply  for  all  the  needs 
of  the  area  which  it  serves  and  this  is  in  part  due  to  lack  of  reservoirs  but 
this  need  will  shortly  be  met  when  the  new  reservoir  at  ’Mel'dionv  is  completed. 

The  restriction  of  the  supply  in  the  V/ater  Board’s  area  is  not  serious 
since  it  refers  to  washing  of  vehicles  and  watering  of  gardens  only,  but 
increased  supplies  are  required  not  to  meet  this  need  only  but  to  meet  the 
increasing  demand  for  water  for  domestic  and  industrial  consumption  and  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  increase  in  population  in  the  area. 

Existing  supply  position. 

58  new  connections  were  made  to  the  mains  in  the  Rural  District  during 
the  year  and  details  of  the  nujaber  of  properties  supplied  in  each  of  the 
Parishes,  together  with  the  estimated  number  of  persons  supplied  is  as 
detailed  hereunder

A considerable  niimber  of  properties  in  the  very  sparsely  populated  parts 
of  the  district  still  relies  on  wells  and  a small  number  have  boreholes  but  the 
former  are  frequently  insufficient  in  quantity  and  poor  in  quality  and  to  sink 
more  wells  is  not  considered  to  be  the  answer  to  the  problem.

During  the  year  11  samples  vxere  taken  froa  private  supplies,  sdLx  of 
which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  in  such  cases  if  no  alternative  supply 
is  available  the  persons  concerned  are  advised  as  to  the  best  steps  to  take 
to  endeavour  to  exclude  pollution  as  far  as  possible  and  subsequently  boiling 
water  before  use. 

In  some  very  sparsely  populated  parts  of  the  Rural  District  it  is  obvious 
that  the  Water  Board  will  be  unable  to  lay  mains  since  they  would  be  wholly 
uneconomical  but  it  is  thought  that,  and  hoped,  further  main  extensions  in  some 
parts  of  the  district  not  served  will  yet  be  made  in  future,  some  possibly  with 
the  aid  of  grants  to  the  Board  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,

Bucks  Cross  and  Bucks  Mills, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Jeger  Report  was  issued  which  confirmed 
that  subject  to  certain  conditions  sea  outfall  sewers  were  an  acceptable  means 
of  sewage  disposal  and  plans  drawn  up  to  serve  these  two  hamlets  with  a sea 
outfall  sewer  is  proceeding  and  it  is  hoped  that  a start  on  this  scheme  would 
be  made  in  1972, 

Clovelly, 

It  is  thought  that  the  public  sewer  in  Lower  Clovelly  is  defective  and 
whilst  there  are  no  nuisances  from  sane  it  seems  necessary  that  this  main  sewer 
should  be  renewed  in  the  very  near  future  and  possible  development  at  Lower 
Clovelly  has  made  it  a matter  which  must  receive  early  consideration. 

The  Council  have  agreed,  in  principle,  that  the  necessary  improvements 
with  new  sea  outfall  disposal  works  shall  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  is 
practicable,  bearing  in  mind  other  commitments  elsewhere. 

Horns  Cross, 

These  disposal  works  must  be  extended  before  further  development  can  take 
place  in  the  Hamlet  under  present  planning  policy  which  means  that  development 
must  be  centred  on  existing  Villages  and  hamlets  indicating  that  the  capacity 
of  the  sewage  disposal  works  should  be  increased  by  at  least  100%, 

Extensions  to  existing  disposal  works. 

Lit tie ham  and  Parkham, 

Plans  for  extension  of  these  works  have  been  drawn  up  and  approved  by 
interested  Authorities, 

The  actual  works  are  likely  to  be  in  hand  very  shortly. 
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Further  works  extensions* 


It  seens  probable  that  owing  to  planning  policy  referred  to  earlier,  which 
it  is  thought  is  likely  to  be  strenthened  in  future,  further  extensions  on  other 
disposal  works  nay  be  necessary  - Buckland  Brewer  is  a probable  case  for  extension 
since  this  is  a Key  Settlement  and  the  probable  development  area  in  the  village 
will  take  more  dwellings  than  can  be  accommodated  in  the  existing  disposal  works. 

Maintenance  VJorks, 

Maintenance  of  the  disposal  works  by  permanent  employees  has  proved  a very 
satisfactory  arrangement. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  effluent  from  works  which, 
until  recently,  were  taking  farm  drainage  and  the  greater  majority  of  the  samples 
taken  by  the  River  Authority  comply  with  the  standards  laid  down, 

PUBLIC  CLEAIJSING 


Refuse  Collection, 

The  arrangement  for  refuse  collection  by  contract  throughout  the  district 
as  has  been  practiced  for  many  years  past  has  been  considered  by  the  Council 
and  a decision  taken  that  infrequency  of  collections  in  the  past  calls  for 
improvement  and,  furthermore,  it  was  felt  necessary  to  make  a collection  from 
all  properties  in  the  district. 

It  became  apparent  that  to  continue  the  refuse  collection  service  by 
contract,  serving  all  the  district  and  increasing  the  frequency  of  collections, 
would  be  considerably  more  expensive  and  it  was  decided  that  a direct  service 
operated  by  the  Council  should  be  brought  into  operation. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  this  new  arrangement  has  been  operating 
for  some  months  and  has  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Refuse  is  collected 
from  all  properties  throughout  the  year  at  fortnightly  intervals  and  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  still  operates  at  Hartland  Town  with  twice  weekly  collection 
at  Clovelly  where  special  circumstances  makes  this  essential. 

Refuse  disposal. 

Three  refuse  dumps  in  various  parts  of  the  Rural  District  are  in 
operation  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  same. 

The  dumps  are  situated  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  district  and  steps  are 
taken  to  deal  with  any  rat  infestation  which  may  occur  by  continual  treatment. 

Litter  Bins, 

The  number  of  litter  bins  which  have  been  placed  on  the  roads  have  increased 
during  the  year  but  the  previous  arrangement  that  these  vjere  emptied  by  contract 
did  not  work  entirely  satisfactorily  but  now  that  they  are  emptied  by  the  Coxincil’s 
refuse  lorry  which  passes  them  at  frequent  intervals,  the  arrangements  are 
working  very  satisfactorily. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  AND  RECREATIONAL  FACILITIES 

Natural  Amenities. 

The  north  and  west  boundaries  of  the  district  are  bounded  by  the  coastline 
along  which  are  a number  of  small  beaches,  increasingly  used  for  recreation, 
including  swimming.  Unfortunately,  the  majority  of  the  coastline  is  such  that 
it  is  not  suitable  for  public  bathing  but  affords  recreational  pursuits  which 
are  likely  to  be  increasingly  followed  in  future  when  the  Long  Distance  Coastal 
Footpath  runs  throughout  the  district. 

Swimming  Pools. 

Two  swimming  pools  arc  available  for  use  by  the  public  in  the  district  and 
samples  from  same  are  teilcen  periodically  for  analysis. 

Both  pools  have  facilities  for  treatment  of  the  water  by  recirculation, 
filtration  and  chlorination. 

In  recent  years  a number  of  small  swimming  pools  have  been  provided  at  Schools 
to  teach  children  to  swim. 

Some  have  been  provided  with  mechanical  means  of  filtration  and  chlorination 
and  others  are  frequently  emptied  and  the  purity  of  the  water  checked  by  various 
appliances. 
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CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING 


Camping  Sites, 

The  district  remains  popular  for  caravan  and  camping  holidayG  and  six 
licensed  sites  exist  to  accommodate  these  holidaymakers. 

All  the  sites  are  provided  with  essential  amenities  of  adequate  water 
supply,  sanitary  accommodation  and  means  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  and  some  sites  have  ablution  facilities, 

9 farms  in  the  district  are  able  to  provide  similar  facilities  to  Members 
of  the  Caravan  and  Camping  Clubs  and  these  too  are  situated  in  various  parts 
of  the  district. 

The  sites  are  visited  frequently  during  the  summer  and  conditions  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Chalet  Sites. 

In  recent  years  two  caravan  sites  have  been  converted  to  chalet  sites  and 
these  have  all  facilities,  normally  of  two-bedroomed  type  set  in  very  pleasant 
surroundings. 

The  occupation  of  these  chalets  is  limited  to  a period  March  to  October 
in  each  year  - they  are  not  considered  suitable  for  all  the  year  around  occupation,

limited  to  essential  development  only  and  less  where  in  the  district  development 
is  increasingly  being  restricted  to  Villages  and  Hamlets,  The  effect  of  this 
policy  is  showing  itself  now  in  that  sewage  disposal  works  designed  for  Villages  '• 
in  the  comparatively  recent  past  are  having  to  be  extended  to  allow  the  essential 
development  to  take  place,  •
